WASHINGTON - The White House refused 
Monday to release U.S. records of what Presi- 
dent Reagan told Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev at the Iceland summit, and accused the 
Soviets of deliberately misinterpreting Reagan's 
positlonon nucicardlsarmamcnt. 

The Soviets contend that Reagan lentatlvcly 
agreed to the elimination of all offensive nuclear 
wcaponsin lOycars. 

In the hours immediately following the conclu- 


sion ot Ihc .summit In Reykjavik on Oct. 12. U.S. 
government spokesman Indicated (he all-out 
elimination of nuclear weapons was the. ad- 
ministration position. Now, they maintain that 
while Reagan discusscti elimination of ail nuclear 
arms, he never proposed more than destruction 
of all ballistic, or long-range guided missiles, In 
two five-year phases. 

The distinction is a strategically important 
one because the U.S. position as now staled 
would leave both sides with substantial arsenals 
of cruise missiles, nuclear bombs and tactical 


nuclear weapons fired from conventional ar- 
tillery pieces.

The A-300 Airbus made an emergency landing 
al Osaka after the near-disaster Sunday night.

mission. told reporters after inspecting the plane 
that it had ruptures in the rear pressure 
bulkhead that left a pattern like a pic cut into 
Three pieces.

The dilemma uias evident again Monday as

displeasure" with Syria’s policies while also 
trying publicly to hold Assad to his pledge (6 
assist the seven U.S. citizens listed as 
hostages in southern Lebanon. 

Syria is considered the dominant political 
•force In Lebanon, and while Aisad’s gov- 
ernment is philosophically too secular to ' 


please most Moslem fundamentalist groups 
involved in terrorist Incidents, its political 
influence issubslahllal. 

Also, tcrorist experts within and outside 
the U.S. government are convinced that 
Syria piuys a double role — providing a safe 
haven for Abu Nidal, head of the Fatah Rev- 
olutionary Council, and others occused of 
terrorism, but also ossistng American 
hostages, at- least after they are released. 

In the case of at least three of them. 
Jeremy Levin, a Cable News Network cor- 
respondent. the Rev. Bejamln Weir, a Pres- 


byterian minister, and the Rev. Lawrence 
Martin Jcnco, a Roman Catholic priest, the 
Syrians arc credited with helping them get 
out of Lebanon once they were freed by their 
captors. 

"Nobody here thinks Syria could press a 
button and get them out.” said a State 
Dcpartmcnlofflclal who spoke anonymous- 
ly. "But we feel they’ve tried to be helpful 
up to a point." 

Syria is not considered the dominant in- 
fluence wllh the groups believed to be 
holding the Americans. 


"These people. If they arc influenced by 
anybody, arc Influenced by Iran," said the 
officiai. "And Syria doesn't want to Jeopar- 
dize its relations wllh Iran." 

Privately. Stale Department officials 
have no doubt that both Syria and Iran use 
terrorism lo advance their political aims. 
Secretary of Dcfcnsc.Caspar W. Weinberger 
blamed both governments three years ago 
for the bombing of the U.S. Marine head- - 
quarters in Beirut that kllled’241 U.S. ser- 
vicemen.

: TWIN FALij^S — An overwhelming majorl* 
ty of Idahoans favor statewide standards for. 
child-care licensing, according to a survey 
conducted in September on behalf of the 
Child Care Coalition. 

' The survey of 400 Idaho residents found 
that 87 percent favor uniform state regula- 
tions for licensing chlld-care facilities. The 
findings were hailed by Coalition members 
os a signal that legislation stalled or Ignored 
for three years should be passed next term. 

, The Coalition Includes agencies statewide 
and claims to represent about 25,000 people.

BPA to seek rate increase 


. HELENA, Mont. (AP) — Bon- 
neville Power Administration has no 
-cholce-but-to-seek an-electric rate 
increase* of up' to 13- percent this 
winter to offset sagging revenue, the 
administrator of the federal power 
agency said here Monday. 

— James Jura~told''the Legislative 
Consumer Committee that BPA Is 
holding Its breath to see how many 
customers It may lose when the rate 
Increase takes effect. In an effort to 
combat any losses, the agency plans 
to step up marketing activity In the 
Pacific Northwest to drum up new 
business, he said. 

BPA suffered a net -loss of $60 
million during the year that ended 
Sept. 30 and expects a similar short- 
fall in the current fiscal year, Jura 
said. Actually, revenue was $250 
million below projections, but cost- 
cutting measures and lower interest 
rates kept the net loss lower, he 
said. 

Jura cited two major reasons for 
the decline. lie said sales to "direct 




plants — have dropped sharply, and 
that surplus electricity is going to 
California markets at bargain- 
basement prices. ' - 

Sbe years ago, the aluminum in- 
dustry provided one-third of all BPA 
revenue and now accounts for only 15 
percent. . he_sald._The._plant3 are 
unable to compete with similar facil- 
ities In Canada, South America and 
Africa, where labor and electrlcltyJs 
cheaper, he explained. 

"It's a very, very fragile situa- 
tion," Jura Said, but noted that BPA 
has tried to keep the Northwest 
plants alfoat by offering them a 
variable power rate that ties the 
price of electricity to the price of 
aluminum: The move has given some 
stability to aluminum plants, he 
said, but added, "They are not the 
dependable, solid revenue base we've 
hadforsometime." 

The BPA has a surplus of 1,700 to 
2,000 megawatts, or the equivalent 
of the output from three nuclear 
plants. Jura said. The only market 
for the excess In Southern California 


depressed oil and natural gas prices' ' 
have dragged down the price BPA 
can demand for Us electricity. 

In addition, other' ' power com- 
panies with surpluses of their own 
are competing in- the same market, • 
he said. 

BPA wouldjather sell that power 
In the Northwest but 'does not plan , 
to raid customers from other ; 
utilities. Jura' said. Instead, the.- 
agency wants to find ways of en- . 
couraging existing customers to ex- , 
pond their electricity use by offering, . 
Incentive rates. 

Meanwhile, BPA is attempting M*' 
trim expenses. Through a series of' 
program reductions or eliminations 
and a hiring freeze, the agency has ' 
managed to cut $750 million In spen- ; 
ding over the past three years, he ' ’ 
said.

Increase, Jura said BPA may have to 
offer special rates. He cited Ir-; "

Gity, county officials ask for authorityto ineiMse ^ 


BOISE (AP) — City and county 
leaders pressed Idaho lawmakers on 
Monday for revisions In state laws 
that wUI give local governments the 
. flexibility they need to cope with in- 
creasing financial demands and pro- 
blems. 

"Revenue Is a major problem. In

■ ,crnmenls are operating under," 
'Association of Idaho Cities Director 
iJim Weatherby told the special 
:Housc-Scnatc committees on local 
government revenues and county- 
‘citymondates. 


The major target of their drive 
was repeal of the final vestages of 
the 1978 voter-approved 1 Percent 
Initiative that places a 5 percent 
cap on annual increases In the pro- 
perty tax-financed budgets for cit- 
ies, counties, school districts and 
other local taxing entitles. 

But the committee was also asked 
to end orse a total wlslo^ti of the 
state law on county payrherindr in-' 
dlgent medical care, remove the 
Sl.SO cap on county administrative 
charges for handle vehicle licenses, 
provide some of the money collected 
for clly ordinance and traffic fines to 


the district court budgets and 
clarify the law on city payments-to 
counties for jailing ordinance vio- 
lators, an issue that has prompted 
court suits In Bannock County.

Magazine ads extrasensory

NEW YORK - Advcrliscfs arc making 
-magazine browsing an extra-sensory experience. 

Elaborate pop-up ads startle readers with 
three-dimensional views of a city skylines or 
pickup trucks, Fragrance strips provide whiffs of 
perfume or cologne. Cosmetic Inserts carry sev- 
eral shades of eye shadow. 

A computer company bought ads In French and 
Spanish magazines last year that played 
classical music and Hushed liny lights when the 
page fell open. 

People in the business say advertisers may one 
day buy magazine ads that play 30-sccond com- 
mcrciuls when readers pull a lab. 

Some call this creativity. Others call It sensory 
assault. But Ihc innovations arc enlivening 
magazine advertising. 

Pop-up ads arc designed lo make messages lit- 
erally stand out from |hc crowd. ' Fragrance 
strips and cosmetic Inserts allow readers to 
sample perfumes and makeup In privacy. 

But the innovations aren't cheap, particularly 
when muitiplled by the million or more copies 
that must be produced to make an impact. 

Production costs alone range from 1 to 3 cents 
for each fragrance strip and from 5 to 20 cents 
for each cosmetic insert, said George Lane, of 
Wcbcrafl Technologies Inc., a North Brunswick, 
N.J. -based company that makes them. 

A pop-up costs 30 cents lo $1 lo produce, 

• estimates Gordon' Hearne, director of the com- 
mercial division at I ntcr vlsual Copmunicatioi« 
Inc. ” ~ * 

The Los Angeles-based intcrvlsual has years of 
experience making pop-up books for children and 
young adults, and it recently created pop-up 
magazine ads for Honeywell Inc., TransAmerlca 
Corp. and Chrysler Corp.'s podge trucks. 

A manufacturer of office systems, Min- 
neapolis-based Honeywell spent $1 million to pro- 
duce a ihrec-dimcnsionJl ad that appeared last 
year Business Week. 


The ad showed a paper products plant and of- 
fice lower, calling attention lo the company's 
capabilities in integraliiig building and manufac- 
turing controls, c^l;^ppu^e^ systems and office 
automation. - - 

"There had never been a pop-up of this com- 
plexity in a national magazine." said Jennifer 
Grismer. who handles the Honeywell account at 
the advertising agency DBDO-MInncapolls. 

Nlncty-slx percent of readers surveyed later 
s.'ild they saw the ad. 90 percent identified the 
sponsor and 40 percent said they had read most 
of the ad. Ms. Grismer said. 

On lop of lhal. she said, "people thought the 
piece was creative and Innovative and transfer- 
red those feelings lo Honeywell." 

The insurance company TransAmerlca spcnl $3 
million on a pop-up ad that showed Its triangular 
tower in Ihc center of the San Franciso skyline. 
The company had 5.5 million copies of Ihc ad in- 
serted In Ihc full domestic run of the Sept. 8 edi- 
tion of Time 

William -McClavc. a spokesman for Tran- 
sAmcrica. said Intcrvlsual pul 560 people to work 
assembling the ad by hand for 17 weeks In Mexico 
and Colombia. Reader recall scores have been 
Impressive, he said. 

Intcrvisual’s Ucarnc said the Dodge pop-up ad 
that appeared in the Sept. 22 issue of Sports H- 
lusiraicd was the most complex his company lias 
done. 

The centerpiece Is a replica of the Dodge 
Dakota pickup truck complete with side-view 
mirrors and a liood that Hits up lo reveal the 
engine.

That is the same type of personal involvement 
that fragrance strips and cosmetic Inserts offer 
readers. 

A process called microencapsulation encases 


fragrani'C oils in a paste of. tiny capsules that is 
spread on paper and ihen folded over on itself. A 
reader releases the fragrance by tearing llic 
paper open, breaking tlic capsules. 

Giorgio I’crfumc Inc. is widely credited with 
popularizing fragrance strips, which experts say 
are now used by u.s nmny as a dozen fragrance 
inakcr.s. 

The Beverly Hills. Calir.^ascd Giorgio 
operated a clothing' boutique when It brought out 
a fragrance in 1981. It sought customers outside 
its local clicnlcle by using fragrance strips in 
several regional magazines aimed at affluent 
readers and later ih Vogue and other women’s 
mugaiincs. 

"Scent strips built our business,’’ said Dorit 
Kehr. director of marketing services for Gcorgio, 
whose fragrance sales have reached about SiOO 


based company that markets inexpensive 
fragrances resembling more expensive brands, is 
using fragrance panels directly on the ad page 
rather than ns an. mscrt..Thc.panel.s are CDVcrcd , 
by paper shaped like bottles that can be peeled 
off to let the scent escape. 

Cosmetic Inserts have become common in the 
past year, Webcrafl’s Lane said. They permit 
companies to offer samples of up to six shades of 
makeup or eye shadow in a single Insert. 

Such Inserts appeared In recent months for 
brands such as Cover Girl. L’Oreal and Revlon. 
Lane said lipstick samplers arc soon to follow. 

In one of the more ambitious magazine ads, in- 
ternational Business Machines Corp.'s French 
subsidiary, IBM France, placed a four-page ad 
with sound and lights In the March 25, 1985, edi- 
tions of-lhe French ncwsweekly Lc Point on 
behalf of the IBM PC. When readers ppened the 
center-spread, music -from Beethoven began 
playing and liny lights flashed' on the computer, 
powered by liny -volt batteries. 

IBM declined' to reveal how rnuch-lt-pald-for— 
about 300,000 copies of Uicads.
